Mayor Lee P. Brown recently
presented a Mayor’s Proclamation
to HPD’s Truck Enforcement Unit
in recognition of its successin
making Houston's highways safer
for motorists. The unit became
operational on October 18, 1999
with amisson statement of “ Safe
Trucks Driven Safely” and the
god to proactively performin-
gpections of 18-wheel commercial
vehiclesand to assst in the invest-
igation of serious traffic accidents
involving 18-wheel commercia
vehicles.

During the unit’sfirst calen-
dar year of operation, there was
a 58 percent decrease in fatality
accidents involving 18-wheel
trucks. The Truck Enforcement
Unit con-ducted more than 8,200
truck in-spections and placed 51

percent of the trucks inspected
out-of-service along with their
drivers. More than 1,000 safety
decal stickerswere issued to safe

trucks that passed inspection.

The decal alows the driversto
avoid additional safety inspec-
tions for 90 days while traveling
through the United States,

Mexico or Canada.

The Truck Enforcement Unit is
aso respongible for enforcing the
prohibited use by commercial
vehicles of the East Freeway’s
eastbound and westbound | eft
lanes between the Uvalde and
Waco exits during a pilot program
that endsin May.
